■ Fleas are the most commonly encountered parasite 
of cats 

■ Flea eggs spread easily throughout the house because 
they don't stick to your cat's hair - continuous protection 
for at least 12 weeks is essential to break infestations 

■ Fleas can transmit diseases through their bite - some of 
which can even affect humans 

■ Ticks are blood-sucking parasites that can transmit 
diseases, such as Lyme disease 

■ Ticks release an anaesthetic before they bite, so neither 
you nor your pet will actually feel a bite 
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THE RISKS FROM WORMS 


As well as parasites that can live on the 'outside' of your cat 
there are also those that can invade internally: worms. 

The most prevalent is roundworm which is often seen in 
kittens but can be present throughout a cat's adult life, 
and another unwelcome internal visitor is hookworm. 
These worms often cause no clinical signs but can create 
the following symptoms: vomiting, weight loss, a dull coat 
and a swollen abdomen. They also pose a potential threat 
to your cat's humans who can also become infested if they 
come in contact with contaminated soil or faeces.
